The road law of Kentucky makes it imperative that 
all owners or controllers or managers of lands, border- 
ing on the public highways of this Conn iion wealth, shall 
for the distance iheir land bci ders on the highway?, cut, 
clear away, and remove from alqixg&ide such roads ali 
bushes, weeds, slirubs, overhanging limbs of trees and 
aU oriier obstructions and koei^ hedge fences that bor- 
der along roads trimmed to not more than five feet 
high. / 

The law further provides th^t the work must be done 
between July 1st and August 20th, of each year, under 
a penalty of conviction of a fine of from $20 to $50. 

All such citizens of Madison county must take notice 
and compbfwitK the provisions of this act.
